Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9, 10 and 13-22 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 5, the prior art as previously applied thereagainst failed to further 
specifically teach the projections to be arranged at different elevational levels along an 
engagement direction of said cradle and said base, wherein a circumferential wall extends 
upwardly from peripheral edges of the support platform that is adapted to prevent a leg from 
sliding thercoff, wherein in at least one of the different alignments of the cradle and base relative 
to each other, the cradle support platform is disposed at a level below an upper surface of the 
base.
